perhaps a piecious opportunity upon the 
sul>jcct ; lor whatever step was to be 
taken, would be more electiv e when 
Spam was restoi ed to the full possession 
ol »eraelf. and be more justifiable in the 
eyes of God and man.

I'his aci demonstrates the opinion 
of Congress, that Steam Boats may be 
enrolled and licensed in common whh 
vessels using sails. 
They are of course 
entitled i? the same privileges and can 
uo more be restrained from navigating 
waters and entering ports which are 
free to such vessels, than if they were 
wafted on her voyage by the winds, in­ 
stead of being propelled by the agency 
uf fire. 
I hc one clement may be as 
legitimately used as the other« tor eviery

** The love of variety« or curiosity of

W e ougni never to give our opinion of 
people on a superficial rcquaintance | as 
the greatest qualifies of the head and 
heart are often obscured by some little 
foolish singularity, which, el firai »ight 
create» a disguat that is not ea»ily got 
over. 
W e are too often prejudiced 
against a thing before we have given 
ourselves time lo examine it, and blame 
more through pi ide and ignorance, than 
reason.
